Feeding Of Swine 


The Influence Of Feeding Methods 
On Type in Hogs 

An experiment was recently under- 
taken at the Fredericton, New Bruns- 
wick, Experimental Station with the 
object of securing data on the influ- 
ence of feeding metheds on type in 
hogs. The pigs used in the experl- 
ment were divided into three lots. 
| One lot was hopper-fed with access to 
all the feed they could consume, an- 
;other lot was pail-fed, receiving all 
they could clean up, while the third 
jlot was pall-fed, lighty, receiving a 
| datly ration, about one-half that of 
the hopper-fed group, until the finish:
